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Anita Roach Released After 22 Days in Incarceration

22 days served. That was the 
final tally of days served in 
jail for Anita Roach, after her 
conviction and sentencing on 
charges of reckless 
manslaughter in the death of 
six-year old Logan Simpson, 
after the school bus she drove 
coming back from a Carlisle 
County Elementary field trip 
crashed on May 16, 2011. 

During sentencing, the 
mother of Logan Simpson, 
Melissa Simpson, told the 
court that Roach could even¬ 
tually move back and be with 
her family, but she would 
never get the chance to see 
Logan again until she died 
and left this world. 

Roach received that oppor¬ 
tunity to see her family again, 
much sooner than many an¬ 
ticipated after the one year 
sentence that was handed 
down. Citing Roach’s good 
behavior and time already 
served, Roach was released 
from jail. 

Roach served home confine¬ 
ment over 200 days in the 


months leading up to the trial, 
and had served 22 days after 
her conviction. 

According to news reports 
from WPSD, Melissa Simp¬ 
son was shocked and disap¬ 
pointed at the release of 
Roach on Thursday. How¬ 
ever, Roach’s attorney, Will 
Kautz, told WPSD that he 
didn’t believe that Roach 
committed a crime and that 
the crash was an accident, and 
Roach will have to pay for the 
loss of Logan’s life the rest of 
her life. 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Mike Stacy wasn’t as lengthy 
in his assessment of the situa¬ 
tion. Stacy simply called the 
ruling of Roach’s release “A 
damn shame”. 

Although Roach is free from 
her jail confinement, there are 
still future court dates that 
loom for her. Anita Roach, on 
October 31 st, will face three 
counts of attempting to obtain 
a controlled substance by 
fraud.

On July 30, 2012, at 11:30 
am, a 1998 Ford Mustang 
driven by Jesse Brock (34) of 
Louisville was traveling east- 
bound on KY80E West of Ar¬ 
lington when he ran off the 
right side of the road, striking 
a pole and causing fatal in¬ 
juries. He was pronounced 
dead at the scene by Carlisle 
County Coroner Steve Free¬ 
man. 

However, there turned out to 
be more to this story. As the 
Carlisle County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment, Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice Post 1, Carlisle County 
EMS, Fire Department and 
Carlisle County Coroner 
Steve Freeman arrived on the 
scene, they found large 
amounts of jewelry in the 
front pockets of Mr. Brock. 

The Carlisle County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department was con¬ 
tacted to meet Coroner 


Freeman at Milner and Orr 
Funeral Home to take photos 
and examine the body. 

Upon Carlisle County Sher¬ 
iff Steve Perry’s investiga¬ 
tion, several hundreds of 
dollars of jewelry were col¬ 
lected and were bagged in ev¬ 
idence bags and transferred to 
Kentucky State Police 
Trooper Richard Wright. 

Soon after, Carlisle County 
Sheriff Steve Perry’s Secre¬ 
tary, Carol Rohrer, received a 
call from her husband that her 
home had been burglarized in 
Arlington. The photos of the 
jewelry were then taken to 
Rohrer and identified as her 
jewelry. 

Kentucky State Police Sen¬ 
ior Trooper Richard Wright, 
Jr. was assisted by Senior 
Trooper Barry Rice, Carlisle 
County Ambulance Service 
and the Carlisle County Res¬ 
cue Squad.

continuous sign-up for the 
Highly Erodible Land (HEL) 
Initiative under the Conserva¬ 
tion Reserve Program (CRP) 
started on July 23, 2012. Ken¬ 
tucky received a total alloca¬ 
tion of 39,400 acres to enroll in 
the HEL CRP program. Offers 
will be accepted until either the 
state acreage allocation limit is 
reached or September 30,2012 
whichever occurs first. 

“CRP is a voluntary program 
that has protected environmen¬ 
tally sensitive land for more 
than 25 years,” said McCauley. 


“This initiative will accept of¬ 
fers with an erosion rate of at 
least 20 tons per acre per year 
for new cropland or CRP acres 
that expire on September 30, 
2012; however, existing grass 
stands that are not considered 
expiring CRP will not be con¬ 
sidered eligible,” he said. 

Producers can stop by the 
local County FSA office to de¬ 
termine if their land qualifies 
for the Highly Erodible Land 
Initiative and to receive addi¬ 
tional location-specific details.

Postal Service Asking Customers 
to Return Equipment 


The U.S. Postal Service 
picks up, processes and de¬ 
livers millions of letters and 
packages every day. In order 
for that to happen, it relies 
heavily on mail transport 
equipment (MTE) — flat 
tubs, pallets, trays and mail- 
bags. 

This equipment is essential 
in accepting, sorting and 
moving mail within the pro¬ 
cessing network and is ex¬ 
tremely expensive to 
replace. 

As a rule of thumb, the 
Postal Service suggests that 
no more than a seven-day 
supply of MTE remains on 
hand. Unfortunately, there 
are many instances where 
the equipment is never re¬ 
turned by customers who 
sometimes use the contain¬ 
ers for personal use. 


The Postal Service will 
spend $120 million this year 
to replace missing and dam¬ 
aged MTE. It has become a 
serious issue because the 
Postal Service can no longer 
afford to replace equipment 
that belongs to them in the 
first place. MTE is federal 
property. 

Anyone caught stealing or 
misusing it can be fined 
$1,000 and face up to three 
years in prison. 

The Postal Service is urg¬ 
ing customers to return its 
equipment — no questions 
asked. 

The equipment can be re¬ 
turned to local Post Offices 
or to processing and distri¬ 
bution facilities. 

Arrangements also can be 
made for the Postal Service 
to pick up larger amounts of 


equipment and/or pallets by 
sending an email to 
hqmte@usps. gov with 

"Equipment Pickup Re¬ 
quest" in the subject line. 
Please include the company 
name and address where 
equipment is located, the 
type of equipment and quan¬ 
tity, and a contact name and 
phone number. 

To report the misuse of
